CAFFEINE REPORTED 
AID IN TREATING 
MIGRAINE CASES 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. Dec. 19 
(UP)—The New England Medical 
Journal reported today that Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh researchers 
have. found that caffeine, added 
to the usual remedy, has brought 


increased relief to persons -suf- 
fering ‘the s@vere pain of mi- 
graine headaches. 

The Pittsburgh physicians said 
relief had been obtained in 42 of 
50 cases treated with the new 
formula at Falk clinic here. The 
doctors said the new remedy 
should prove useful to 80 per 
cent of migraine patients. 

The new treatment, named caf- 
ergone, is taken by mouth, in- 
stead of injection as the usual 
treatment. Previously, the prin- 
cipal treatment for migraine was 
ergotamine, a fungus derivative. 

Ergotamine contracts the pul- 
sating blood vessels in the brain 
which cause the severe pain dur- 
ing migraine attacks. However, 
thé Pittsburgh doctors noticed 
certain patients’ obtained relief 
by simply drinking black coffee. 

They combined . caffeine. from 
the coffee with ergotamine and 
found that the caffeine seems to 
act as a stimulus to the other 
substance and produces quicker 
relief. 

The doctors warned that the 
pills should only be taken under 
medical supervision. They pointed 
out that there are different types 
of migraine attacks. In 10 per 
cent of the cases, they said, the 
new treatment might make things 
worse. Adso, they said, the drug 
should not,be given to pregnant 
persons or persons with high 
blood pressure.

its financial problems. Other of- 
ficers of the county bus concern 
told the Post-Dispatch the deficit 
would run close to $40,000. 

P. S. Co. Statement. 

Gaylord C. Burke, counsel for 
Public Service Co., in an opening 
statement, told the commission 
both companies were losing 
money on the duplicating lines 
and, further, that if County 
Transit quit operating, Public 
Service Co. would not be in a 
position to replace the service 
now rendered by the former.

Board Reverses Own Exam- 
iner on Unfair Labor 
Practices Charge. 


The National Labor Relations 
Board in Washington, reversing 
its own examiner, has found the 
Granite City Steel Co. not guilty 


d/of unfair labor practices in its 


dealings with the striking Inter- 
natienal Association of Machinists, 
‘the company was notified today. 

In a decision last April 25, Trial 
Examiner Peter F. Ward ordered 
the company to discontinue rec- 
ognition of the CIO Steel Work- 
‘ers’ Union as bargaining agent for 
the machine shop employes. He 
further directed that the company 
bargain with the independent 
union, reinstate a number of ma- 
chinists and make up their losses 
in pay. The company appealed 
this decision to the full board, 
which ruled for the employer. 

Because of this issue, 175. ma- 
chinists went on strike in 1946. 
The strike, now in its third year, 
has been termed the longest on 
record. The plant has been main- 
taining full production with the 
CIO. Steel Workers, which repre- 
sents the majority of production 
workers in the plant.

@ Possible Election Effects. 

On the one hand, if the right- 
wing Republican leaders now run- 
ning for re-election «are swept 
back into office, the party will be 
permanently committed to an ex- 
treme right-wing isolationist 
course. On the other hand, if a 
great number of these men are 
beaten, the enduring right-wing 
control of the Republican party 
will be broken at last. 

The party itself may well be too 
shattered to make a serious come- 
back in 1952. But the way will be 
opened for the reconstruction of 
the party in the image of that mi- 
nority of Republican leaders, like 
Ives of New York, Lodge of Mas- 
sachusetts and Morse of Oregon,

It was disclosed also rep- 
arations are going forward to 
bring several hundred Japanese 
members of Parliament, newspa- 
per men, government administra- 
tors and students to the United 
States in the next several months 
to make them familiar with demo- 
cratic processes. Some already 
are on the way.

HAT Senator Elmer Thomas

Later, at the embassy, Thomas 
asked about his extraordinary 
discoveries. He says the only 
response he got was blank stares 
and. shrugs.

HE cold war is far from over 
but at the moment Commu- 
nism is on the retreat in 
Western Europe. The Western 
democracies have won a round 
against the Russians in a two- 
year struggle west of the Elbe 
river. . 


This does not mean Commu-. 
nism is a dead force in Western 
Europe. It is still a potent po- 
litical factor in France, Italy and 
Western Germany, and it could 
rise again in those three coun- 
tries to the position of influence 
it held in the immediate post-war 
period. An economic collapse 
would be its strongest ally. 


Two years ago Communists 
held a total of 28 cabinet posts 
in Western European nations. To- 
day they hold none. Two years 
ago .there were 244 Communists 
holding seats in Western Euro- 
pean “lena Today there 
are 217. 


Reasons for Decline. 
Reports from United Press cor- 
respondents throughout Western 
Europe show that these are the 
main reasons why Communist in- 
fluence has declined: 

1. The Marshall plan turned 
the tide in 1947-48 by demon- 
strating to the people that the 
democracies were vitally inter- 
ested in feeding them and put- 
ting them back on their feet 
economically. 

2. Many persons who were 
ready to swing either for or 
against the Reds became dis- 
gusted with Communist-inspired 
strikes and obstructionist tac- 
tics in the hard winters of 
1946-47-48. 

3. The Catholic church’s ex- 
communication decree gave 
pause to many persons who 
were moving toward the ex- 
treme left. 

4. Marshal Tito’s split with 
the Kremlin indicated to mil- 
lions that a man could defy 
the Moscow lightning and still 
survive. ' 

5. The French Governmeént 
scored a success against a gen- 
eral strike in 1947. 

Some Triumphs, Too. 

Communism has had its tri- 
umphs as well as its defeats in

Europe. Red regimes are firmly 
installed in all the satellite na- 
tions and any dissidents are 
promptly ligqhidated. But the 
main battle ground of the cold 
war today is Western Europe, and 
it is there that»the democracies 
are winning. | 

In France, the Communist party 


organ L’Humanite recently de- 
plored the fact that even threats 


of expulsion were no longer -ef- 
fective in maintaining interest 
and membership. 


In Germany, the third largest 
stronghold of Communism in 
Western Europe, the West Ger- 
man elections indicated a smajl 
drop in support. The Commu- 
nists obtained 1,360,443 votes 
whereas in previous local elec- 
tions in the three western zones 
of Germany the Communists’ vote 
totalled 1,568,984. 

The most startling setback for 
western Communism occurred in 
Norway where, in 1945, Commu- 
nists held two Cabinet posts. Un- 
tils this year the Communists 
held 11 saeats in Parliament. 
They were stripped of all parlia- 
mentary representation in this 
year’s election. 

In Austria and Italy, parlia- 
mentary representation has in- 
creased sipce just after the war. 
But whereas the Communists 
stood alone as a single party in 
the immediate postwar elections 
in both countries, they combined 
with other extreme left-wing 
groups in 1948 and 1949, reaping 
the advantage of bloc voting. 

The most dramatic loss of in- 
fiience has been in the elimina- 
tion of Communists from all west- 
ern cabinets. In the years imme- 
diately after V-E day, most of 
the western countries formed 
coalition governments around war- 
time resistance movements. The 
Communists had been key lead- 
ers in the resistance.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The Real Property Owners League 
and the St. Louis Real Estate Board 
will be somewhat embarrassed if they 
use the Sunday Post-Dispatch for Dec. 
11 to prove that there are 4000 vacan- 
cies in and around St. Louis. After 
checking thoroughby all the rental list- 
ings I have come up with some sur- 
prising results. 

Out of 284 total listings for rent, 56 
were from $100 to $250 a month; 26 
from $75 to $100; 12 from $60 to $75; 
nine from $25 to $52, and one unit at 
$10. The rent was not shown for 180 
units. 

The nine units from $25 to $52 were 
1- or 2-room apartments with the ex- 
ception of one, which was a four-room 
apartment. This reasonable landlord is 
| Cee, still beating away unfortunate 

ouse-hunters. 

The one unit renting for $10 was a 
trailer. The 180 units that did not in- 
dicate the amount of rent would prob- 
ably rent from $75 to $100 per month, 
based on the above rentals listed. 

It is my opinion that the newspapers 
should band together and not accept any 
ad for a rental unit unless the rent is 
definitely stated. This would save nu- 
merous house-hunters time; trouble, gas 
or streetcar fare in tracking down a 
place to live that they can’t even af- 
ford, or is ’way out ef reason. 

The most surprising result in check- 
ing the 284 listings was that 94, or 33 
per cent, definitely stated “no children.” 
What are parents supposed to do with 
their children?

Western Germany's first popularly-elected 
parliament in 16 years has yet to display any 
convincing evidence of ability to govern Ger- 
many.democratically. | 
’ Bonn, temporary seat of the Bundéstag but 
not of most of the administrative offices, has an 
atmosphere of party doctrine, of politicking and 
just plain confusion. There have been many 
riotous sessions, in which tumult displaced quiet 
discussion and law-making. The most recent 
occurred when Communist Leader Max Reimann 
expounded his party’s doctrine that the West 
German Government is a “puppet of the western 
imperialists and warmongers.” 

There was nothing in this charge whlch 


should have aroused the other deputies particu- 


larly, The Communists have been saying it over 
and over again since the Western Allies first 
announced plans to form the government. 

But instead of ignoring Reimann’s tired accu- 
sations and getting on with the business of try- 
ing to find solutions to Germany’s tremendous 


problems, the deputies chose to let the session — 


dissolve into pure uproar. This, _and similar 
previous incidents, smack too strongly to both 
Germans and foreigners of the kind of parlia- 
‘mentary brawling which preceded Hitler's as- 
sumption of power in 1933. 

Meanwhile, West Germans are being given in- 
creasing responsibility for governing themselves. 
Foreign diplomatic missions have been accred- 
ited to West Germany, ‘technically through the 
High Commission, and the state has become a 
full-fledged partner in the Marshall plan or- 
ganization. 

Obviously, it isn’t this parliament which is 
doing the governing, which is exercising the 
authority Germans are being given. The gov- 
ernors, in large measure, are the old-fashioned 
civil servants, the supporters and representa- 
tives of the status quo ante, whom some German 
democrats single out as the most serious threats 
to the attempt to build a democracy. 

Prospects for the future are discouraging. As 
shown by the continuing turmoil at Bonn, few 
members of the legislature have any real sense 
of responsibility to the voters. Most voters, for 
their part, say they have neither confidence nor 
respect in the men they elected to legislate for 
them. But nobody else has come along, on the 
democratic side of the fence. 

The problem facing the West is how western 
Germany’s elected government can be turned 
into a representative government. Some far- 
seeing Germans insist that the only way to do it 
is to give the government more authority and 
freedom from Allied controls than it now pos- 
sesses. The argument is that the only way to 
build responsibility among the politicians is to 
increase their authority. 

The contention is not without merit, but there 
is one other job which should come first, or, at 
the very least, go hand-in-hand with it. That is 
to break decisively the iron grip of the upper 
caste over the civil service. Unfortunately, 
Chancellor Adenauer is all too representative of 
this caste. There is some hope, however, in the 
very sizable opposition of Social Democrats. 
They may not yet have-the democratic govern- 
mental know-how which we take for granted. But 
many of them suffered for their principles. And 
it is to be hoped that they and other Germans 
will learn more clearly that the people should 
control their own government and know how to 
go about doing it, 
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‘Nothing to It 

Whether er not John Huber, the self-styled 
FBI undercover agent, knows what he is talking 
about to the Senate Judiciary Committee in oth- 
er respects, what he has to say becomes dis- 
tinctly questionable when he gets down to a 
discussion of the Cuba libre.

If he 
were speaking of a martini or a mint julep,.his 
tone of ‘respect would be understandable. Those 
drinks take a dash or two of flair along with the 
other ingredients. But rum and eoke—feally, 
now! All that has to be done is pour them out 
and mix them together, which is about as diffi- 
cult as putting ice in water. Cavilers might 
cavil about the amount of éach ingredient which 
should be poured, but that can always be solved 
on a sound basis by leaning in the direction of 
a little more rum. 

If the undercover man bas any more angles 
to the rum-and-coke drink, let him bring them 
out from under those covers. Meanwhile, we 
shall continue to maintain that mixing it is some- 
thing to which there is nothing. Why, it takes 
more skill than that to mix cement.

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The Root of the Evil 


There is always some danger of forgetting 
basic causes in the effort to cope with a specific 
case of juvenile delinquency or some other so- 
cial-criminal problem. So the testimony of Dr. 
Ernest W. Burgess of the University of Chicago 
before the Senate-House Economic subcommit- 
tee is an antidote to such forgetfulness. 

Dr. Burgess emphasized that low family in- 
comes are a major contribution to promiscuity 
among younger girls and other departures from 
decency and lawful living. The slums, of course, 
are the great breeders of gangsterism. The 
boy growing up under adverse circumstances all 
too easily becomes the hoodlum and the bandit. 

When such a one appears before the court, 
judge and jury must deal with him as best they 
can. They must send him to the reformatoryor 
the penitentiary. That does not get at causes. 
The real cure is the of poverty 
slums and the ignorance ‘and irresponsi 
which they breed. 

To some extent, such rehabilitation also would 
cut down the danger of the child molester and 
the man who commits other sexual crimes. Even 
_ if thé cause of such offenses may lie in the in- 
dividual’s injured psyche,: the better his cir- 
cumstances and those of his family, the more 
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for chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission. 

The reason is implicit in the nature of Mr. 
Strauss’ backing. Pentagon chiefs are among 
those pushing him, in-sddition to the Republl- 


trol of atomie energy as opposed te civilian con- 
trol, the same as Gen. Groves. .

Strauss. Civilian contgol of atomic energy, like 
civilian control of the armed+farces, is one of 
the most basic principles in the democracy. 

Without it, ascendancy of the military over 
the Government itself would be an ever-present 
possibility. But there are other reasons as well 
why Mr. Strauss is unfitted to be chairman of 
the AEC. 

Mr. Strauss has been unable to get along with 


any of his fellow members on the AEC, largely 


because of his position as spokesman on it for 
the military point of view. Also he carries 
secrecy to an unreasonable extreme. If he were 
chairman, the quarrel between his views and 
those of everyone else on the commission would 
be still more destructive than it has been. 
Nor has Mr. Strauss kept his quarreling with- 
in the confines of the commission. It was he who 
egged on Senator Hickenlooper to his charges of

thal. Senator Hickenlooper was thoroughly dis- 
credited by his own investigation, and the dis- 
credit was equally shared by Mr. Strauss. 

The AEC requires as a chairman a man who 
will carry on the broad policies which Mr. Lilien- 
thal has stood for. Mr. Strauss is too far from 
that necessity even to be considered. °

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Salute to a Master Teacher 

In Washington, in New York and elsewhere 
friends of Alvin Johnson are gathering this week 
in honor of his seventy-fifth birthday. Well they 
may. Alvin Johnson, teacher, economist, scholar 
and editor, is one of the truly bright adornments 
of American intellectual life.’ . 

Born in Nebraska, Alvin Johnson is as earthy 
as the soil of the great Middle West Which still 

oves him as no other land in all the world. 
Alert to the need for new currents in adult edu- 
cation, he helped found the New School for 


Social Research, New York; for a quarter century 


its teachers and students have pioneered in the 
heart of a- vast city just as surely as if they 
were on the frontier a hundred years ago. He 
was the genius behind the writing and editing of 
the monumental Encyclopedia of the Social 
Sciences; to find another such assessment of so- 
cial knowledge it is necessary to go back to the 
time of Diderot, Voltaire and their fellow En- 
cyclopedistes of the French Enlightenment. He 
has risen to the top of his field, the study of 
economics, and his colleagues have honored him 
as the national president of their association. 
When Hitler began to suppress thinking, he as- 
sembled refugee scholars at the New School and 
he helped other exiles from Europe to obtain 
places on American campuses. 

Many scholars lock up their learning for fu- 
ture times or at best admit to it only a few of 
their own day. Not so Alvin Johnson. He has 
been an editor of The Yale Review, The Nation 
and Bhe New Republic; his own editorials for 
the New School Bulletin have been models of 
clarity and point for the hour itself. He has 
influenced the course of legislation when others 
talked about it. Few men in public life have 
worked so hard in a thousand good causes as 
this quiet, solid, private citizen. No wonder his 
friends are wishing him “many happy returns!”

The TB death rate in St. Louis has improved but is still somewhat 
above the state and national averages; there aren't enough nurses 
and hospital beds; greater educational efforts are indicated; patients 
leave the hospitals too soon because their families are stranded. 


Statement by the St. Louis Tuberculosis and Health Society 


At the request of the Tuberculosis and 
Health Society, a statistical report has 
been made on tuberculosis control in St. 
Louis. These findings are based in part 
on a recent evaluation of the program of 
the St. Louis Health Division made by the 
American Public Health Association. 


The Tuberculosis and Health Society 


supplements the present program of case- 
finding carried on by the Public Health 
Department. St. Louis X-rayed 6 per cent 
of the population last year. Of these 
X-rays more than two-thirds were taken 
by the Tuberculosis and Health Society. 
The recommended standard is 20 per cent 


each year, which points up the need for. 


intensified case-finding in the community. 
Place for More Public Effort 


Case-finding by means of small X-rays 
of persons admitted to hospitals and of 
out-patients has begun during the last few 
months in the three general public hos- 
pitals in St. Louis city and county with 
financial help from this society. Only 
two private hospitals have such a program. 
Consideration should be given by all hos- 
pitals to this important phase of case 
finding. 

The Tuberculosis Society has had to as- 
sume much of the follow-up work because 
of a lack of municipal nursing staff. It is 
the Health Commissioner’s recommenda- 
tion that 50 additional héalth nurses are 
needed to assure adequate health service. 
The greatest percentage of tuberculdsis is 
found among the. families and associates 
of tuberculosis cases. In this area the 
nursing service could be much more ef- 
fective. 

Treatment facilities in the city are not 
adequate. Over one fourth of the active 
cases are at home without approval of the 
Health Department, and 15 per cent of 
the active cases are at home because of 
insufficient hospital facilities. Of a total 
of 1965 cases on the register only 708 are 
hospitalized. One hundred have no care 
and 175 are pending care. 

The National Tuberculosis Association 
recommends three hospital beds per each 
tuberculosis death. To meet this standard 
St. Louis should have 1038 beds. At pres-

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ent 778 beds are available to city residents, 
but 80 are empty because of a shortage of 
hospital personnel. Additional beds could 
be made available if chronic patients now 
at Koch could receive custodial care out- 
side of the sanatorium. 

The most obvious need is the provision 
of night clinics to accommodate the 
worker who is unable to visit ‘clinics dur- 
ing the day. The Health Commissioner 
has set out a need for additional personnel 
to serve in health centers as well as the 
establishment of night clinics. 


Poor Rehabilitation Rating 


This society is participating in a dem- 
onstration program at Koch Hospital. In 
this program only 10 per cent of the pa- 
tients are receiving direct benefits. In 
providing vocational rehabilitation services 
to the post-sanatorium patients, the St. 
Louis Health Division has a poor rating, 
according to the American Public Health 
Association. There is much to be done in 
developing adequate rehabilitation facili- 
ties for all the tuberculous in the com- 
munity. 

The Health Commissioner states that a 
sound medical program must be comple- 
mented by a generous plan of public relief 
for the tuberculous family. It is obvi- 
ously quite impossible to get or even force 
these people into a hospital, if inadequate 
provision is made for the care of families 
during the hospitalization. According to 
the Health Department, 48 per cent of the 
patients leaving the hospitals do so against 
medical advice, and the insecurity of the 
family is high in the list as a reason 
patients leave. 

The need for health education in the 
tuberculosis control program is evident 
when we consider the poor record of St. 
Louis in reporting new cases of tubercu- 
losis, including the fact that 13.8 per cent 
of the new cases reported are not known 
until death. According to A.P.H.A. stand- 
ards, not more than 5 per cent of the cases 
should be in this category. 

The Health Commissioner has asked for 
the services of a qualified health educator, 
and. our society is expanding its program 
of health education Which will be under 
the direction of a qualified directar. 

If the various needs as set out here 
could be met, the tuberculosis control pro- 
gram would be greatly strengthened. But, 
according to Dr. J. Earl Smith, the most 
urgent need at this time is the services of 
a well-qualified and adequately compen- 
sated tuberculosis controller on a full-time 
basis. We quote from Dr. Smith’s last re- 
port: “Such an administrator is absolutely 
necessary if we are to do an effective job 
of controlling tuberculosis in St. Louis.” 


Between Book Ends 


Servant Who Became Master 


STALIN, A POLITICAL BIOGRAPHY, by Iseec Deutscher, 

(Oxf ord, 600 pqs., $5.) 

In the several weeks since this book has 
been published it has been the subject of 
no little discussion. The “smart” view 
seems to be that it is a “clever apology” 
for Stalin. Something is made of Deut- 
scher’s political past, though he is now 
a member of the staff of the highly re- 
spectable London Economist. The argu- 
ment is capped by reference to his inter- 
pretation that Stalin has been much influ- 
enced by Russian history, as well as by 
Communism. 

In this way a reviewer escapes any 
shadow of suspicion that he might possibly 
be thinking of the Red Stalin as a human 
being, or of Soviet Russia as a place where 
some fairly nice people might reside. 

Unfortunately, this approach also 
brushes off very lightly an important 
book. It is particularly unfortunate if we 
miss any opportunity to“understand better 
what Stalin means in 
history. We are still 
living that history 
and there is little 
safety in ignorance. 

Deutscher has 
done a competent 
and a serious job. 
Like any job of its 
kind, it is limited by 
the author’s percep- 
tions and prejudices 
and by the material 
he found available, 
It does, however, 
round up what is 
known of Stalin and 
the world he has 
lived in, and it adds here and there some 
new facts and some fresh insight. 

The bare knewn facts of Stalin's life 
are dramatic and exciting enough for any 
biographer. How close is the life of Stalin 
to feudalism can only be imagined from 
the circumstance that his own father was 
born a chattel slave to a Georgian land- 
lord. His mother also was the daughter of 
serfs. The elder Djugashvili tried to enter 
the lower middle classes via shoemaking, : 
and failed. Stalin’s mother wanted her 
son to become a priest in the Russian 
Orthodox Church, and to enter provincial 
society through that Byzantine portal. 

Stalin, like his father, also failed. He 
was expelled from the seminary. Instead 
of rising in society_as he found it, Stalin 
transformed society, placed all of the great 
Russian Empire beneath him.

WHAT IS PARTICULARLY IMPORTANT about this episode 
is its possible effect on the non-partisan court plan. One of the 
principal arguménts for this plan, which has attracted national 
attention, is that we would get better Judges by appointment tha 
by the elective method. 

In general, the plan has worked with reasonable satisfaction. 
But if the Regan nomination is as bad as lawyers sayit is, and 
if he is chosen by Gov. Smith, a blow will be dealt to the plan. 
This is particularly true since, once a judge gets on the bench, he 
is likely to stay there. The people have the right to remove him at 
an election, when his name is submitted for approval or disapproval. 
But unless a judge has strangled his grandmother or cracked a safe, 
it is difficult to make a case against him. 

The best and miost expert opinion on whether a sitting judge 
is capable or not must come from lawyers who try cases before 
him. However, lawyers and their bar associations are notoriously 
timid about coming out into the open against a sitting Judge. 
Ifsthe voters approve his record and keep him on the _bench, 
lawyers fear reprisals. This, of course, would not be judicial 
behavior, but lawyers know that Judges are intensely human 
and that they are often unable or unwilling to control their griev- 
ances and prejudices. '

The New York City Opera 
Company concluded its St. Louis 
engagement last night at Kiel 


Auditorium with a performance 
of Puccini’s “Madame Butterfly.” 
An audience of about 2000 — not 
large in relation to the capacity 
of the auditorium but the largest 
attendance of the series — re- 
sponded enthusiastically to what 
was, on the whole, a better-than- 
average presentation. 

Irma Gonsalez, who sang the 
title role gave the performance 
a strong emotional line that car- 
riei through from her entrance 
in the first act until the final 
scene. One does not think of 
tragedy in connection with Puc- 
cini’s music but its element of 
pathos is pervasive and touching 
and Miss Gonsalez was quite suc- 
cessful in making her impersona- 
tion sympathetic, Her voice was 
dig en.ugh for striking dramatic 
effects, supple enough for the un- 
dulating line and varied enough 


by close inflection her shifting 
inward féeling. 

She was a little plump for the 
airs and graces of fragility but 
this proved to be no handicap. 
She moved with ease and “used a 
limited range of gestures with in- 
telligent and intelligible meaning. 
It all added up to an authentic, 
satisfying portrayal. 

Miss Gonsalez was capably sup- 
ported by Rudolph Petrak in the 
role of Pinkerton; John Tyers as 
Sharpless, Nathaniel Sprinzena as 
Goro, Mary Kreste as Suzuki 
Arthur Newman as Yamadori and 
George Jongeyans as the Bonze. 

In appearance Petrak was more 
like a young Bacchus than a 
graduate of Annapolis but his 
voice was warm, strong, pliant 
and well focussed. In both his 
long scene with Sharpless and 
his final first act scene he in- 
fused his voice with a genuine 
emotional radiance. Tyers gave 
a poised, finished performance 
vocally and dramatically. 

The staging by Eugene Bryden 
had evidéntly been well thought 
out and it had many fresh 
touches. The absence of a large 
chorus prevented“ Butterfly’s en- 
trance from having a spectacular 
effect and weakened what is or- 
dinarily a vivid and propulsive 
scene.

Hope fer a resumption of con- 
tract negotiations by the Public 
Service Co. and the streetcar and 
bus operators’ union was ex- 
pressed today by Arthur E. East, 
president of the operating em- 
ployes’ Local 788, who last Friday || 
notified the company that the 
union. was invoking arbitration 
under the terms of the présent 
contract. 


East said that, although the 
union has named O. David Zim- 
ring, Chicago labor economist, as 


its arbitrator, he and other union 
officers hoped to resume contract 
talks when company officers re- 
turn later this week from a tran- 
sit hearing at Jefferson City. The 
present agreement expires Dec. 
31, and union officers wish to 
reach an understanding with the 
company on terms for a new con- 
tract, or on arbitration, before 
that date, East said. Negotiations 
started in October, and the last 
meeting was held last Friday 
without a date for another meet- 
ing being set. 
Wilson on Arbitration. 

John L. Wilson, company presi- 
dent, has offered to continue ne- 
gotiations “in order to reach a 
fair and equitable settlement.” 
However, in a statement Friday, 
Wilson declared he is opposed to 
“blank-check arbitration, although 
agreeing thoroughly with the 
principle of arbitration.” 

“‘We do not believe that in pub- 
lic utility matters a third member 
of an arbitration board respon- 
sible to no one can be expected to 
protect all the vital interests con- 
cerned in complex stre¢tcar and 
bus operation,” Wilson said. 


Under the arbitration clayse of 
the present agreement each side 
names an. arbiter and these two 
name the third impartial member 
of the panel. The union charges 
that Wilson, by his statement, is 
attempting to cancel the arbitra- 
tion clause, while agreeing to 
abide by the other terms of the 
contract. 

“We feel that Mr. Wilson has 
no right to cancel a part of the 
agreement,” East asserted today. 
“The clause providing for arbi- 
tration is as important to the con- 
tract as any other clause, and cer- 
tainly neither side has the right 
to arbitrarily cancel out a section 
of our agreement.” 

Company Proposal. 

The company has offered to 
continue nt wage and work- 
ing conditions after Dec. 31 until 
a new agreement can be reached. 
The union-said it will follow the 
King-Thompson Act, prohibiting 
strikes or lockouts in public utili- 
ties, and it expects the company 
to do the same. Meanwhile, the 
State Mediation Board has given 
notice it is ready to mediate the 
dispute through a public fact- 
finding panel, which could rec- 
ommend, but not enforce, a set- 
tlement. 


The union, representing 4000 
operating employes, has asked for 
a 40-hour week in place of the 
48-hour week, with no reduction 
in pay. The company has offered 
an 18-month contract with a total 
wage increase of 7 cents an hour 
and an average 44-hour week, but 
with no provision for arbitration. 


5200 HANDICAPPED 
GIVEN FEDERAL JOBS 
IN 10 MONTHS OF 1949 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP)— 
In the first 10 months of 1949, the 
Federal Government hired 5200 
physically handicapped persons, 
the Civil Service Commission 
said today... The total included 
more than 3300 disabled war 
veterans. 

The agency said in a report 

that one out of every 83 persons 
hired in federal civil service jobs 
during the last two years was 
physically disabled. 
The Twelfth Civil Service 
region in San Francisco recently 
reported the placement of five 
blind persons, four amputees and 
one man having a severe back in- 
jury requiring him to wear a 
brace at all times, the commis- 
sion said. 

Two of the blind were: given 
processing and packing jobs, and 
the others became a fire alarm 
operator, mechanic’s helper and 
a communications equipment 
helper.

Winfred single-handedly 
stopped the sacrifice. Then, seiz- 
ing an ax, he chopped down the 
trée, which had stood for cen- 
turies as a pagan symbol, As the 
mighty oak toppled, the legend 
tells us, a young fir tree sprang 
up in its place. 

Winfred fell to his knees and 
prayed. Then, rising, he told the 
Huns that the fir was the tree of 
life or Christ. He told them of 
the birth of Jesus, in a Bethlehem 
manger, and of how the Wise Men 
came from afar to worship the 
Babe in His mother’s arms.

Steps to Allay Fatigue

OW is the time to choose 
N your holiday spirit. Which 

shall it be, exhilaration or 
exhaustion? Tearing around at 
jet propulsion speed for these last 
few days may bring you to the 
finish line with every detail cared 
for ... and just enough strength 
left to struggle to your bed. 


But with a.little planning, you'll 
Bet everything done and be look- 


ing fresh as a holly berry for 


Christmas eve .’. . and just as ra- 
diant all through the next big 
day! And what woman. doesn't 
want to be the loveliest belle of 
Christmas? 

Decide now to organize each 
day so that you can finish your 
work and your errands with mini- 
mum effort and time. And here’s 
a goal to set for budgeting your 
activities: Enough time each day 
to take some care of yourself! 


Allow yourself 15 minutes at 
the end of the day to relax, no 
matter what the demands on your 
time. If it is really impossible for 
you to nap, lie down on the hard 
floor with your feet elevated on 
two or three pillows.

That was al- 
ways the question. but I couldn't 
answer it.” 

Until his career hit its snag 
in the mid-twenties everything 
had been smooth sailing for Fen- 
der. The son of an actress, Gene- 
vieve Fender, who once played 
opposite Richard Bennett, later 
operated a school for young the- 
atrical hopefuls until her death 
four years ago, he grew up in 
show business. As a youngster, 
he became a chorus boy, then 
featured dancer and actor in the 
old Park Opera Company, and 
quickly achieved local fame. Two 
elderly women, sisters of Henry 
Blossom, New York playwright, 
occupied a season box at the Park 
and wrote their brother enthusi- 
astic letters about the boy. Blos- 
som suggested he look him up 
“some time.” 

“When the show closed I didn’t 
even write,” Fender recalls. “I 
went on to New York with $32 in 
my pocket, walked into the 
Lambs’ Club and asked for Blos- 
som. His first question was, 
‘Have you had any breakfast?’ I 
hadn’t but said I had. ‘Well, 
maybe you'd better have another 
one,’ he said. I ate almost every- 
thing they had in the club.” 

With Blossom’s help Fender got 


left “The Passing Show” to go 
into the Navy during World War 
I. In service he appeared in The 
Great Lakes Revue in an act with 
Zez Confrey and Ben—who later 
became Jack—Benny. It was a 
big night when the show, on tour, 
played the ao here. 

FTER the war, he continued 

with Shubert in all the Win- 

ter Garden shows but it was 
about this time that he began to 
tire of being a dancer and asked 
to do singing roles. In his spare 
time, he began studying and when 
a final showdown came with Shu- 
bert, he quit, went into a show 
called “Adrienne,” not as a 
dancer but as a singer, and an 
overnight success. Even Damon 
Runyon, who was ordinarily no 
plugger of leading men, wrote a 
column of praise on the “first he- 
man leading man” he had ever 
seen. 

“As a result of the Runyon 
column, Ziegfeld, Billie Burke, 
and Eddie Cantor came over to 
see me one night,” Fender says. 
“He offered me a job in the Fol- 
lies as a singer. ‘I don’t want you 
to dance any more,’ Ziegfeld told 
me. ‘It’s too undignified.’ ”’ 

A singing leading man with 
Ziegfeld for seven years, Fender 
appeared in all his big shows 
and with all the stars of the 


-’20s, but his all-time favorite was 
_Eddie Cantor. 


“He was the greatest, on and 
off stage,” he says. “He was 
hard to work with because he

paid no attention to the script. 
But he’d always help you along. 
He’d stand in the wings, watch- 
ing your act and when you came 
off, he’d say, “Tomorrow night 
try it this way,’ always figuring 
out ways for you to improve. He 
used to say, ‘The public can’t 
stand two and a half hours of me. 
I want the best show peeemie to 
back me up.’ 

At his peak, Fender was being 
paid $1500 a week by Ziegfeld, 
but was picking up additional 
windfalls here and there, such as 
royalties from recording Irving 
Berlin songs ($20,000 from “Rus- 
sian Lullaby,” one of his top 
numbers). He was a member of 
both Lambs and Friars clubs, 
and one winter when a gay group 
of playboys transported the Fol- 
lies to Florida under the name of 
“Palm Beach Nights,” starring 
Fender, he was taken into the ex- 
exclusive Bath and Tennis Club, 
the only actor member. 

Fender’s next show was to 
have been “Rio .Rita.” One day 
for no apparent reason, he walked 
out of rehearsal, announced he 
was through with show business, 
and left town. Cantor followed 
him, trying to reason with him; 
Ziegfeld and Marilyn Miller del- 
uged him with letters and tele- 
grams, with offers, not only for 
“Rio Rita” but subsequently. 
“Show Boat” and “Rosalie.” 

Fender insisted he was sick, 
went up to Mayo Brothers, hop- 
ing for an “instantaneous cure,” 
but doctors told him he was in 
fine health. 

Eventually straightened out 
with the aid of psychiatry, Fen- 
der explains his behavior in ret- 
rospect as “a complex.” Alcohol- 
ism, romance, the usual causes of 
irrational actions had nothing to 
do with it, he says.

Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


F there is such a thing as a 
|: hard-and-fast rule in canasta, it 

is that you ignore the play to 
go out concealed except as a de- 
fensive measure. The 100-point 
bonus isn’t worth a_ second 
thought; the only way to make a 
big score is to play the take-the- 
pack game. However, the answer 
to every problem depends upon 
many circumstances. 

Suppose you hold: 


That’s a pretty good hand. Just 
how good depends upon other cir- 
cumstances in connection with the 
deal. Your score and your oppo- 
nents’ score, for example. 

Suppose, with surprising good 
luck, you. were first to play and

the upcard was a five. All you 
have to do is take the upcard and 
you're out. So you grab it and set 
back your opponents a few hun- 
dred points while you score 635, 
Pretty lucky! 

But wait a moment. Suppose 
your score is at 4400 and the op- 
ponents are at 3200. Remember, 
your partner’s cards will be de- 
ducted from your score. Unless he 
has a red three he’s sure to re- 
duce your score enough so that 
you won't be over 5000. If you 
want to play to end the game on 
that deal, better forget the bonus 
for going out concealed. Meld all 
but one card and give your part- 
ner a turn. If he can meld as 
little as 50 points you will have 
recouped the value of the con- 
cealed bonus. On your next turn, 
whether or not he has melded, 
ask “May I go out, partner?” He 
can count your hand and his own 
and know whether your score will 
be 5000 or over. 

If your score is around 4500 
to 4550, ask him, “May I go out?” 
on your very first turn. With a 
low-counting hand or a red three, 
maybe he'll say “Yes.” If your 
score is 4600 or more, don’t ask 
any questions; take the card and 
go out concealed. You're pretty 
safe to be over 5000 even if 
partner has a big hand. 

Question: May a player go out 
in one ‘turn if his hand does not 
con a canasta? : 

Answer: Yes, provided his part- 
ner has already made a canasta, 
or he can add'cards that complete 
one. However, in this case he does 
not receive the 100-point bonus 
for going out concealed. 

Question: Is it true that a one- 
card “pack”—that is, a discard 
pile consisting of the up-card 
alone—may not be taken by a 
player who can use it to go out? 

Answer: It is true only if the 
player has a single card in his 
hand. He may take it if he has 
two or more cards, even if it 
puts him out. 

Question: May any player be 
asked how many cards he has left 
in his hand, or may this question 
be addressed only to an opponent? 

Answer: A player may ask his 
partner as well as his opponent; 
this does not constitute asking for

ceremonies stint in the Police Cir- 
cus.

South was not too logical when 
he bid four no-trump, unless he 
had already decided to reach a 
six-club contract! The fact was, 
of course, that North’s announce- 
ment of two aces forced South 
to bid six clubs, whether he 
wanted to or not at this point! 

However, the slam contract 
would have worked out very well 
if South had not jumped to a 
highly fallacious conclusion in 
the play! West, fearing to lead 
away from the spade king, and 
not being any fonder of laying 
down the heart ace—observe that 
this play would have made the 

a laydown—opened the dia- 
mond queen. ' His thought was 
that this card was going to drop 
away, and his leading it might 
confuse the declarer. 

The lead most certainly did 
confuse South! Winning with the 
diamond ace, he drew the neces- 
sary two rounds of trumps, then 
led his remaining diamond and 
finessed against West for the 
jaek! Needless to say, East lost 
no time about winning the trick 
and shifting to hearts, thereby 
defeating the slam two tricks. 

It was a naive assumption on 
South’s ail that West, an experi- 
enced player, would have led the 
diamond queen into North’s rebid 
suit if he had held queen-jack- 
small! Good players are not that 
obliging. It was far more likely 
that West did not have the dia- 
mond jack, and acting on that 
sound premise, South should have 
led his second diamond directly 
to dummy’s king and then fi- 
nessed the diamond 10 through 
East, discarding if that player 
followed with a low card, or rufe- 
fing if East played the jack.
